kado”. 
"Let no one suggest that w'e 
British have not at least as great 
i an interest as the United States 
in the ceaseless and unrelenting 
waging of war against the Japan­ 
ese,” Churchill said. 
"If it only needed an order to 
send an army marching from India 
into Burma 
to open the Burma 
road, that order wrould be given 
this afternoon. The matter, how- 
i ever, ta somewhat more compli­ 
cated.”

Churchill

I "cast aside any aspersion*” that 
"we are holding back something” 
in respect to the Pacific conflict. 
Disclosing that defeat of Ger­ 
many still remains the first ma­ 
jor objective of the allied grand 
strategy.

"In our conferences In January, 
1942, between President Roosevelt 
and myself and between our high 
expert advisers,

and predicted increased shipping 
would be available for prosecution 
of the war. 
"The last three months and par­ 
ticularly the last three w'eeks have 
yielded record result*,” he added, 
intimating that the allies are now 
trying to ascertain whether Ger­ 
many and Italy can be knocked 
out of the war chiefly by aerial 
offensives.

whether the exclusive use of air 
power will bring about the collapse 
of Germany and Italy.

"There is certainly no harm in 
finding out.

sufficien t to use for emergen cy 
treatmen t for on e sold ier woun d ed 
on the battlefield . 
Probably in n o war in the his­ 
tory of civilization have more lives 
been saved by scien tific emergen cy 
treatm en t for the woun d ed . The 
three items which are un iversally 
agreed upon by m ilitary surgeon s 
to have accomplished this are 
blood plasma, the sulfa d rugs an d 
mod ern an esthetics. 
Man y men 
who are still alive an d con vales­ 
cen t would have been record ed as 
“killed in action ” in previous con ­ 
flicts. 
The statistics are impressive. 
Prelimin ary d ata on American 
Army casualties in 1942 show that 
of 4,100 woun d ed , a total of 166 
d ied — a case fatality rate of a 
little more than 4 per cen t, while 
the gross fatality rate record ed 
in World W ar I was 7.7 per cen t, 
an d in the British Army on the 
Western Fron t, it was 7.6 per cen t. 


Record Improved 
In some en gagemen ts even the 
4 per cen t record has been im­ 
proved , as for in stan ce amon g the 
Navy an d Marin e casualties. In 
the first three mon ths in the Solo­ 
mon s the fatality rate was I per 
cen t. The mortality rate from ab­ 
d omin al woun d s, which in former 
years exceed ed 60 per cen t, was 
less “than 5 per cen t amon g the 
American troops in the Solomon s. 
Blood plasma is a d evelopmen t 
of the old method of blood tran sfu­ 
sion . A blood tran sfusion mean s 
the in jection of whole blood —the 
red blood corpuscles an d all—in to 
the patien t’s vein s. It was poin ted 
out as early as 1918 that probably 
blood plasma would become as 
valuable as whole blood in man y 
cases. Blood plasma is blood which 
has had the red corpuscles an d 
clottin g elemen ts removed . It can 
be mixed with a mild an d harmless 


sterilized substan ce an d can ba 
kept practically in d efin itely. 
The whole blood which is ob­ 
tain ed at the Red Cross blood ban k 
is sen t to a cen tral laboratory an d 
processed so that on ly the plasma 
remain s an d this is put up in con ­ 
ven ien t con tain ers with n eed les 
an d tubin g con n ection s, alread y 
steriiized , so that the plasma can 
be in jected as quickly as possible 
an d at the earliest possible mo­ 
men t. 
Use of Plasma 
The chan ges that occur in a 
woun d ed bod y con sist first in loss 
of blood which is harmful because 
it removes bulk from the circula­ 
tion of the bod y. As a con sequen ce 
of the removal of bulk, the blood 
pressure falls, which mean s there 
is impen d in g shock an d other d an ­ 
gerous symptoms. 
The processin g of the whole 
blood , as carried out in the cen tral 
laboratories of the Red Cross, 
makes it possible to ad min ister 
the plasma without regard to 
blood groups. Most laboratories 
d ry the plasma to a powd er an d 
it is packaged for med ical use in a 
con tain er with d istilled 
water, 
which can be ad d ed to it immed i­ 
ately when it is to be used . 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. R. G.:—W hat is Bell’s palsy, 
its cause, an d treatm en t, if an y? 
An swer: Bell’s palsy is a par­ 
alysis of the seven th, or facial, 
n erve an d affects the muscles of 
the face. It is almost always on e­ 
sid ed . It is caused by cold an d in ­ 
fection of the ear. In cases d ue to 
cold , recovery takes place in most 
in stan ces after a period of about 
two mon ths.

IN ALL metropolitan centers 
in the United States the Red Cross 
has established blood bank depots 
where our fellow citizens can go

and contribute an amount of blood 
sufficient to use for emergency 
treatment for one soldier wounded 
on the battlefield. 
Probably in no war in the his­ 
tory of civilization have more lives 
been saved by scientific emergency 
treatment for the wounded. The 
three items which are universally 
agreed upon by military surgeons 
to have accomplished this are 
blood plasma, the sulfa drugs and 
modern anesthetics. Many men 
who are still alive and convales­ 
cent would have been recorded as 
“killed in action" in previous con­ 
flicts. 
The statistics are impressive. 
Preliminary data on American 
Army casualties in 1942 show that 
of 4,100 wounded, a total of 166 
died — a case fatality rate of a 
little more than 4 per cent, while 
the gross fatality rate recorded 
in World War I was 7.7 per cent, 
and in the British Army on the 
Western Front, it was 7.6 per cent 


Record Improved 
In some engagements even the 
4 per cent record has been im­ 
proved, as for instance among the 
Navy and Marine casualties. In 
the first three months in the Solo­ 
mons the fatality rate was I per 
cent. The mortality rate from ab­ 
dominal wounds, which in former 
years exceeded 60 per cent, was 
less than 6 per cent among the 
American troops in the Solomons. 
Blood plasma is a development 
of the old method of blood transfu­ 
sion. A blood transfusion means 
the injection of whole blood—the 
red blood corpuscles and all—into 
the patient’s veins. It was pointed 
out as early as 1918 that probably 
blood plasma would become as 
valuable as whole blood in many 
cases. Blood plasma is blood which 
has had the red corpuscles and 
clotting elements removed. It can 
be mixed with a mild and harmless 


sterilized substance and can be 
kept practically indefinitely. 
The whole blood which is ob­ 
tained at the Red Cross blood bank 
is sent to a central laboratory and 
processed so that only the plasma 
remains and this is put up in con­ 
venient containers with needles 
and tubing connections, already 
sterilized, so that the plasma can 
be injected as quickly as possible 
and at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment.. 
Use of Plasma 
The changes that occur in a 
wounded body consist first in loss 
of blood which is harmful because 
it removes bulk from the circula­ 
tion of the body. As a consequence 
of the removal of bulk, the blood 
pressure falls, which means there 
is impending shock and other dan­ 
gerous symptoms. 
The processing of the whole 
blood, as carried out in the central 
laboratories of the Red Cross, 
makes it possible to administer 
the plasma without regard to 
blood groups. Most laboratories 
dry the plasma to a powder and 
it is packaged for medical use in a 
et ntainer with distilled water, 
which can be added to it immedi­ 
ately when it is to be used.

Litvinov, Davie* Visits to 
Moscow May Be Significant

• HUS COLUMN had occasion to remark recently upon Russian 
Premier Josef Stalin a pro-Anglo-American tone in his May Day 
speech broadcast from Moscow 
Now another chapter in the same 
story is in process of recounting itself. 
Though his country is one of the United Nations, Stalin, prior to 
that May Day talk, had not been considered a very enthusiastic 
collaborator with President Roosevelt and British Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill against any of the Axis powers except Germany, 
He had been fighting the Nazis for all he was worth but he had been 
doing that in Russia's own interest rather than be­ 
cause Russia was aligned with the democratic Alliea 
In fact, some of his comment concerning the aid 
the Soviets had been getting from America and Brit­ 
ain had been pretty adversely critical of both of 
them. He wanted an Anglo-American European con­ 
tinental front to take the German pressure off his P*ed Army, en­ 
gaged in resisting the enemy tolerably successfully and decidedly 
lone-handedly. 
Indeed, Stalin was so outspoken with these complaints as to make 
Washington and London regard him as a rather doubtful partner. 
Then came that May Day speech—in w-hich he patted Anglo- 
American efforts on the back unqualifiedly and pledged his own gov­ 
ernment to stand by them to the ultimate limit. 
W. D. R- and Churchill were pleased but puzzled. Had Stalin 
• hanged his mind? If so, why? There has been no particular signs 
of an Anglo-American improvement from the Muscovite standpoint 
Had Comrade Stalin received tips Horn the Anglo-American capi­ 
ta*# of increasing United Nation strength against the Axis?

had, they were included as one or two of thomas well-known “military 
secrets.” 
Anyway, Stalin completely readjusted the character of his conver­ 
sation. He said the Yankee and British democracies were perform­ 
ing admirably and promised co-operation with them on Into eternity. 
Directly afterward came the announcement of Russian Ambassa­ 
dor Maxim Litvinov's summons from Washington to the Kremlin to 
discuss things. 
This development, In connection with the boss’ May Day utterance, 
certainly gave the impression that Stalin's judgment of Russia’s 
relations with its associates had undergone a change distinctly for 
the better. 
Stalin would scarcely call Max home simply to break all diplomatic 
ties. He would have severed them with no further formalities. 
In­ 
stead, he left his ambassadorial organization functioning in Wash­ 
ington and London as usual. He left Mrs. Litvinov herself still hostess 
at her husband s official residence on Washington’s 16th street. 
Next followed President Roosevelt’s dispatch of Joseph E. Davies 
to visit Moscow as a traveling companion of Ambassador Litvinov. 
Max and Joe Davies are extremely good friends. Max is very popu­ 
lar in Washington. Joe formerly served as our ambassador in Rus­ 
sia, where he was popular. It looks like a combina­ 
tion to frame up an international union 
As a matter of guessing, what will it be like? 
Well, Uncle Sam urgently requires Russian hos­ 
tilities against Japan from Siberia. He wants Sibert 
an air bases for American planes, at least, even if 
Russian aviators only are to man them The Russian* want American 
aid versus Japan from its ow-n direction To be sure, Russia is not at 
war with the Japs at present, but it would like to be—if sure of lick­ 
ing them. The row between these two countries is chronic, though 
suspended temporarily. 
Britain is as anti-Jap as we are, but Europe is more immediately 
ita problem than it is Ruasia’s. 
Can this, then, be the subject of agreement between us and Russia 
—a "second European front” by Uncle Sam in Russia's favor versus 
the Nazis- in exchange for a Russian ‘ second front” against the 
isos?

One effective method of keep­ 
ing lettuce growing and tender 
even during hot weather calls for 
use of a “shade strip," as illus­

cheesecloth placed over each row 
of plants. Other means of keep­ 
ing lettuce growing and tender Is 
to plant it in the shade of trees 
or a building, or in a section of
